Macon County Crops and Stock. 
Secretary Mills, of the state board of 


agriculture Bends us the following report 
oJ crops and stock for Macou county, 
giving chiefly the report of products for 
the past year: 


MACON—The average yield of corn per 


acre is about 20 bushels. .The quality 
has seldom been better than this season. 
The ears are lnrge and sound and have 
been cribbed in good order. There is an 
iaerease in the area devoted to winter 
wheat, but the contimud dry weather 
during the fall prevented the plant from 
making the usual growth before the win- 
ter set in. Irish und eweet potatoes did 
not make half a crop. With tiie excep- 
tion of grapes and pears, there was but 
little fruit of any description. The apple 
crop was almost an entire failure. Large 
quantities of timothy, clover, Hungarian 
and other grass seeds are produced in 
this county. The supply of fat hogs, 
beef cattle and sheep is .not quite as large 
as at corresponding date last year. Prices 
are ruling very low. The farmers of this 
county have been giving special attention 
to tile breeding of b'ght and heavy horses, 
with considerable success. 
One of the 


largest draft horse, importing firms is lo- 
cated near Decatur in this county. Farm 
animals are in good condition and health; 
no cholera reported among hogs.

TARIAN RESTAURANT. 


Site Introduce Ber Description Thereo> 


with a IHssertatlon on (he Difficulties 
Experienced by Ixindon Working People 
Who Try to Get £bwt to Eat. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


LONDON, Feb. 22.— To the American mind 


the word vegetarian suggests more or less 
suspicion that its chief synonym should be 
'•crank," and though here and there on advo- 
cate of its claims, is to bo found, it is felt that 
it is but a phase of tho many conditions 
through which tho experimental American is 
likely to pass before settling into comforta- 
ble acceptance of things as they are. Those 
who work among the poor discover shortly 
that ono of tho tests of prosperity is to have 
meat three times a day, this meat being usu- 
ally a tump of beef, fried leisurely till of 
much tho consistency of boot heel, and with 
about tho samo power of nourishing. Even 
tho bolter cuts ore treated in much the same 
fashion, and not only tho very poor, but the 
workmen of higher grades, have no concep- 
tion of what may be dono to make cheap cuts 
savory as well as nourishing, tho French and 
Italian peasant woman being on this point 
far wiser than many an educated American. 


Cheap meat is here, and In an abundance 


shnt ono would fancy should suffice for every • 
ona o! tho 4,000,000 nntl more to be purveyed 
for. 
Australia and South America pour in 


their supplies, and lands nearer home are 
equally called upon. Tho "cat's meat mail" 
h not ono, but dozens, and tis trade an- 
nounces itself unblushingly side by side with 
regular butchers. 
AU odd bits and ends 


enter into pies or saveloys, a form of beef 
sausage dear to tho popular mind and known 
to nil readers of Dickens. But the saveloy is 
a mystery ; not only the cat's meat, but the 
cat itself is an integral portion, and it is 
known that ancient cab horses look suspici- 
ously at tho windows us thoy pass this final 
home, and that rejected meat from any quar- 
ter has certain acceptanco here. The save- 
loy at a penny, with the accompanying mug 
of hot cocoa, makes a sumptuous meal for 
tho newsboy or street sweeper; but the man 
who has learned to define stomach shrinks 
from the complications of its make up, and 
looks toward the windows where chops and 
steaks ore arranged in seductive nearness to 
tomatoes and mushrooms. Often he looks in 
vain, tlio shilling, which is the usual price 
for a chop and potato, being needed in sev- 
eraj other directions. 
Tho Englishman 


craves meat instinctively, but wages for 
every form of labor are so low that seif de- 
nial is inevitable. Tho English farm laborer 
counts himself lucky i£ a bit of bacon large 
enough to flavor tho dinner of cabbage or 
turnips und potatoes can be had daily. More 
oCton it is but a Sunday luxury, and fresh 
raent ot any sort is barely sepu from one 
year's end to another. 


In the cities it is much the sime, though 


cheap meat, in tho shape of tripo and overy 
available ounce of tho inward portions of the 
animal, crowds the stalls and hangs from 
every available point in tho dark and smoky 
lifctlo shops. 
Dark with age and grime, 


speckled with soot, which flies perpetually 
and ns perpetually settles where ono would 
]oast wish it— these hideous specimens of ani- 
mal food are sold in any amount, from a 
penny worth up or down, and the record of 
Punch is, lilco many of its records, absolutely 
true to life— the stall and a- phenomenally 
big butcher, looking clown upon a child, who 
holds out a imall and skinny hand: 


"Mother wants a ha'penny Worth o1 weal, 


cut witli an 'aniuiy knife to give it a flavor." 


It ia plaiu that not even Australian sup- 


plies can do much toward bettering these 
conditions, for, ns already said, both the 
workman and tho man a few degrees above, 
livo on a sum limited beyond anything that 
oven tho poorest American would think of 
calling salary. It is true that clothing and 
sonio other expenses lire less, but the English- 
man marries early and finds iu tho mouths 
that must bo fed his chief and most perplex- 
ing problem. Tho timo comes whan tripe 
and onions, liver and bacon, even thosaveloy, 
nvc beyond him, and he begins to meditate 
on tho Scotchman's attachment to porridge 
,iii<l to wonder if linman beings can reallj' 
livo ou it. 


It ia evident that tho timo was ripe for 'the 


new dpparturo which seems to have taken 
place, and which, within a short period of 
times haj established twenty-tour vegetarian 
n^tuuinuls in various parts of London, all 
Urns far being in what is known as "the 
city," or strictly business portion of London, 
Xow aiul then an innovator who had crossed 
thn Atlantic -ventured to hint that cheaper 
moah were possible, and that a New York 
restaurant mado money even from fifteen 
cent plates, with their slice of roast beef 
or mutton, potatoes, bread and butter, un- 
hmitfd ico water niid a napkin, with no tip 
to \vaitrrH, but he was frowned down by the 
conservative, v-'ho regards bread and napkin 
us extras mid waiters' tips a part ot tho 
1'oumlaUou of society itself. Even where 
coarse chop and steak can be had for six- 
ponco, potatoes nnd bread at a penny each, 
with liio inevitable tip, bning tbe meal to not 
less than twenty cents, and thoro is no 
medium between (ho "cheap and nasty" and 
tho high priced places. 


It is cflbily wen, tlion, what welcome an 


abundant arid savory meal from sixpence up 
would mcot with, and, after tho first season 
of dark distrust with which tho truo Briton 
greets any innovation was over, the new de- 
parture was halted beyond any expectation 
of its originators. It is possible to make a 
very comfortable lunch for threepence — six 
cunts— and quito o sumptuous ono for six- 
pence, while iiftoen or twenty cents furnishes 
a varied and very abundant meal. Bread 
and impUu art' extras, but thero aro no tips 
to waiters, and tlio surroundings and service 
(iro clean find attractive. Girls aro employed 
in all of them, and their soft English voices 
and gentle, courteous manner, in curious 
contrast to tho same class among \is, ore a 
very comfortable leaturo of tho places. Tho 
menus aro mado on the samo gendral plan 
as thoso oE any restaurant. Thero is a six- 
penny department on on upper floor, where 
threo courses aro served for sixpence; a soup, 
some vegetable and a swecfc, and a very pop- 
ular institution kuown as tho "sixpenny tea 
tray," nhiclf includes tho pot of tea dear to 
all Englishmen, milk and a roll wjth butter 
und jam, or, if preferred, a round of toast 
nnd au i?gg. Either whito or brown bread 
may bo ordered, the English brown bread 
being mado from coarso wheat meal, a very 
substantial and nourishing form, best imi- 
tated by the American health food flours. 


The question is so uf tou oskod: "Cau thero 


be any variety or really relishable food in a 
purely vegetarian supply i" that it seems 
quite worth while to givo tho menu of ono 
day in fait 
It must be remembered that the 


word is not used in the extreme sense, as has 
been tho case chiefly in America, but means 
simply abstinence from meat, with the 
fullest liberty iu the matter of milk, eggs 
nnd butter, all of which the extremists re- 
ject. There is even a small sect — the Eden- 
ites — who believe uncooked food to bo the so- 
lution of all food problems, and who confine 
themsel v es to ra%v grain and fruit. It is this 
«liw of vegetarian that brings the_wcole

temperance lines find that by tho adoption 
o£ a vegetarian diet the appetite for liquors 
disappears entirely, only returning with, re- 
turn to meat, and brain workers discover 
that work is dono with greater ease and with 
possibility of longer hours than under the 
old system. In short it has 1,000 recommen- 
dations and no perceptible drawbacks, and, 
while it is by no means likely to find univer- 
sal adoption, and thus tho stock question as 
to what will bo done with surplus animals 
need not for long to come trouble the mind 
.of any inquirer, it is certain that larger, and 
larger numbers every year will join the 
army that from rioon till 3 or 3 p. m. throngs 
the approaches of the twenty-four restau- 
rants, and leaves barely room at tho tables for 
tho experimental visitors.

Dar- 
ing this, time .the Mqudt of boiled rioa 
is fed to It! And i»not tucked daintily 
up in soft whitelflankets in its clean 
little bed, but set up in a small tub and 
covered Vrith coarse, dark comf&vts. 
The only relief it has during its in- 
fancy from thip 'uncomfortable' posi- 
tion is when it is put on its mother** 
or some one else's back, inside their 
clothes, and taken out for an airing. 
It is claimed by the more enlightened 
now that this constant sitting position, 
or being crowded iijjuinst some one, 
with shoulders thrown" forward and 
chest pressed in, is one renson why al- 
most all Japanese arc so pxtremelj 
narrow-chested. It is any thing but 
pleasant to see a two-year-old strapped 
on the back of a four-year-old, with 
head (shaven, of course,) thrown way 
over to one" side, the unhappy little 
victim fast asleep with the hot sun 
streaming on it, and files feasting on 
the dirt which is almost invariably 
part of a Japanese baby's face. 


For seven days after the baby's birth, 


according to the custom of the coun- 
try, 
visitors are constantly present, 


night and day, that the mother may 
not be "lonely." At tho expiration oi 
that timo the mother's relatives send 
very many 'things for Baby, and 
feast i.s given, when any one is at lib- 
erty to present clothes, etc., to Baby. 


A boy baby is the thing, and girls 


are regarded -with decided disfavor. 
All preparations are much more elabo- 
rate if the "child is a boy. At this seven- 
day feast, -fish, fruit, flowers, etc., are 
also presented. For seventy-five days 
the mother's food is very simple, prin, 
cipally rice, very softly boiled, for 
twenty-one days. No fatty fish is eaten. 
After the seventy-five days the food is 
the same as usual. At the expiration 
of twenty-one days the bed (thick com 
forts on the floor) is removed, and again 
a feast is given. 


Mother and baby enjoy their firs 


outing at thirty-three days, when 
visit is made to some temple. In somi 
parts of the country a cross is paintec 
on the infant's forehead at this time to 
ward off evil spirits. The hair is shaven 
at seven days, and in olden times was 
kept so till three years, but now is al 
lowed to grow sooner. 


Girl babies from one hundred and ten 


and boy babies from one hundred an< 
twenty, days old are fed very soft- 
boiled rice and fish without reference 
to the supply of breast milk. 
The 


babies of Japan are sometimes ver; 
large, and I have seen some as old as 
six years! One day at preaching ser 
vice I saw » mother with throe children 
looking to be six, four and two years 
old. She nursed each one a couple o 
times during the hour. It is needless 
to add that her appearance was dis 
tressing—colorless, emaciated and list 
less. 


Age is counted by the day rathei 


than the week or month, and when a 
baby is one hundred days old it is a 
great event. Weight is calculated b; 
niomc. 
Our baby weighed at birtl 


one thousand and eight mome (on< 
hundred and twenty mome equals oni 
pound). It seems to me the mos 
curious custom in Japan is the wa; 
age is counted. If a child is born thi 
30th of December—01- no matter wha 
time in the year it is born—the ensuing 
New Year's day it is called two yean 
old! 
All these customs are changing 


however. 


We were the first foreigners to livi 


in this city of some sixty thousand 
souls, and our baby, now nearly two 
years old, the first foreign baby tfa< 
people had seen. The excitement was 
great over him. 
Many thought ra< 


most cruel to .nurse him at stated in 
tervals, independent of his cries, as 
crying is always rewarded by feeding 
in the case of the Japanese mother.— 
Babyhood.
